United Presbyteries Vot-|

TORONTO, March 6. — Atten- 
tion of church, feminist, suffra- 
gist and other organizations is 
focussed on the United Church 
of Canada whose presbyteries 
from coast to coast are voting on 


the question as to whether the 
ministry of the church shall be 
open to women as well as men. 
If a vote in favor of the ordin- 
ation of women is cast by two- 


thirds of the 114 presbyteries of | 


the United Church before June 1 
next, it is expected that legislation 
providing for the opening of the 
ministry in that denomination to 
women will become effective in| 
1936. 

In the United Church the ques- 
tion of ordination of women arose 
in its present form when the Sas- 
katchewan conference in 1934 vot- 
ed that unless objection was taken 
by the church as a whole the con- 
ference would proceed to ordain 
Miss Lydia E. Gruchy, B.A., who 
for 11 yars has served as a mis- 
sinary pastor on northern fields, 
without the power to perform the 
of marriage or other 
church rites. 


UNDER BARRIER ACT 

The general council, meeting at 
Kingston last September, adopted 
the necessary permissive legislation 
and ordered a remit or referendum 
to the presbyteries under the Bar- 
rier act. 

Prior to church union, Miss 
Gruchy who was a graduate in arts 
and theology, had served under the 
Presbyterian Church in Canada, 
In the Methodist Church ordin- 
ation of women was discussed in 
the general conference of 1922 
without gain to the advocates of 
women’s ministry. 

After the union the Saskatche- 
wan conference of 1926 requested 
the second general council meeting 
in the same year at Montreal, “to | 
grant authority to this conference 
to ordain Miss Lydia E. Gruchy to 
the ministry of the United Church 
of Canada.” The council consulted 
its law and legislation committee, 
which expressed the opinion that 
serious legal doubts existed regard- 
ing the right of the United Church 
to ordain women without first ob- 
taining the approval of the presby- 
teries.

element—save one—of a great city. It has a 
busy down-town district, several residential 
areas, a mighty river, a university, parliament 
buildings, aviation field, a transcontinental rail- 
way running through it and connection with 
another, exhibition grounds, 
golf courses, a race track, a 
great del/xe hotel and what 
not.

There are individual citi- 
zens who could afford to contribute the whole 
amount. A popular subscription equivalent to 
sacrificing a couple of week's cigarette money 
by the adult population would erect a noble 
and abiding monument.

The great work the men of the Edmonton 
units did in holding the German tide from 
sweeping all before it was recalled to me today 
in reading a last year’s copy of “The Red 
Chevron,” the organ of the Red Chevron Club 
of Edmonton. Col. F. C. Jamieson, K.C., M.L.A., 
former commanding officer of the Ist Canadian 
Division Mounted Troops, has an article in it 
on his recollections of the engagement at St. 
Julien. He tells of the conduct of the men dur- 
ing the first surprise German gas attack. Says 
he: 

“On the afternoon of Thursday, April 

22, the fire of guns, rifles and machine guns 

flared up enormously. Towards five o'clock 

French gun-teams started moving their 

guns. From the roofs of the farm buildings 

we saw the first of the low gas clouds com- 
ing in our direction, from the French front 
beyond the canal. Then the French colored 
troops began to straggle back across the 
fields and along the roads. Many staggered 
along coughing and choking terribly. «As 
hey passed us they shouted, ‘The gas; the 


gas.’ Some said, ‘The war is over. You 
cannot stop the Germans’.” 
Col. Jamieson tells of the steps he took to 


have the men of the Canadian units under him 
stem the tide of straggling men, while panic- 
stricken hordes of refugees from Ypres choked 
the roads and moved in waves across the fields. 
He tells how Col. Macdonell (“Archie Mac”), 
Col. Lamb, Major MacBrien and Major “Bus- 
ter’ Brown moved forward with men from the 
Dragoons and Cyclists to reconnoitre. When

Many people who suffer from nervousness 
and a rapid heart beat, owe their troubles to 
the over-secretion of thyroxin, which is poured 
into the blood by an irritated thyroid gland.

In every case of this trouble, the real cause 
will be found in a systemic toxemia, arising 
from intestinal poisoning. The large intestine 
is usually prolapsed down into the pelvis. 
“Kinks” in the prolapsed colon will often be 
found which must be removed if a permanent 
cure is to be attained. 

No single article of food is to be cited as the 
sole source of this toxic retention and re-ab- 
sorption, but any dietetic excess may be re- 
sponsible, such as eating too much starch, 
sugar, protein or eating inharmonious combin- 
ations of even the best foods which cannot be 
digested because of the incompatible mixture. 

The thin patient, who is nervous and irrit- 
able, is always one whose glandular functions 
are working overtime, and the excess fluids 
which are secreted by his glands burn up the 
food materials about as fast as they are assiini- 
lated. The abnormal tendencies can be over- 
come by a treatment which will bring about 
an adjustment of function to the normal 

The fasting method is the one I have found 
most effective in reducing the amount of 
thyroxin being thrown out by the thyroid 
which is over-active. A fast of a few days, will 
aid the gland to regain its normal functioning. 
The patient should live on a small amount of 
acid fruit juice with plenty of water. If this 
gland has been overactive, it is because of toxic 
irritation in the blood, and the fasting regimen 
will eliminate the poisons which have been 
causing the irritation. 

When hyperthyroidism is overcome, the 
pulse will slow dowa and after a well balanced 
diet is resumed, the patient will slowly gain in 
weight and the nerves will become quiet. The 
whole temperament seems to change when this 
gland is restored to normal.

What you 
need is not calomel and salts but a good diag- 
nosis in order to find out the cause of your 
trouble. It may be due only to biliousness, or 
a toxic condition of your system, which can be 
easily cured through proper hygienic measures. 

QUESTION: High School Girl asks: “What 
would you advise for a girl that wanted to 
sleep all the time?” 

ANSWER: If eight hours of sleep do not re- 
fresh you, it is because your system is burden- 
ed with poisons from bad habits of eating, and 
from the effects of too much study and not 
enough physical exercise.

SYSTEM WANTED 

Editor, Bulletin: Your leading 
article in Bulletin of March 1 re- 
lating to the 25c cow gives cause 
for thought. 

First it shows a rotten pricé is 
being paid for cattle; secondly, it 
shows very poor judgment in 
marketing. 

T have always felt the system, 
or want of system, is deplorable. 
The farmer, an expert in pro- 
ducing cattle, hogs, poultry, ete., 
is not necessarily an expert in 
marketing the same In New 
Zealand the government under- 
takes the marketing for its pro- 
ducers, and by grading, packing, 
ete, secures a better price, than 
an Individual would do. 

An experience of my own will 
illustrate my point on finishing 
up my bitter experience as a 
farmer, I had one cow left. Pro- 
ceeding in the usual way I offer- 
ed her to a cattle buyer. He 
classed her as a canner and of- 
fered ‘3c per lb. She was a big 
cow, 1,200 Ibs., so would realise 
$6.00. I said I would shoot her 
before aceepting such a price. 

I then bought a rack load of 
oat bundles, fed them as quickly 
| @8 possible, and sent for a butch- 
er to kill and dress her. Her hide 
I had dressed (cost $5); I sold 
| the robe for $12.00, Buicher asked 

for one hind quarter for which 
he paid $13. He then took the 
other hind quarter at same price, 
and the ffont quarter for $9. I 


| used the other quarter that win- 


ter, certainly worth another $9. A 
little addition will show a con- 
siderable improvement in amount 
of proceeds. In the first case $6.00 
offered, and $51.00 obtained, less 
$5.00 for load of oat bundles.

The condition of membership 
in this league would simply re- 
quire every member to resist at 
all costs to be conscripted to 
fight in any war that would be 
waged outside the Dominion of 
Canada. 


It is not intended that the 
pacifists would not be willing to 
take up arms to defend their 


own country against invasion, for 


any man worthy of the name 
would willingly defend his home 
against an aggressive and preda- 
tory foe, It would also be left to 
& member's own judgment and 
volition to go and help his native 
country if they were fighting a 
defensive war. 

The main purpose of the 
league, however, would be to 
present a _ solid united front 
against being conscripted to fight 
abroad, 

Only in unity les our strength 
and we must demand a clear and 
definite pledge from the federal 
candidate we vote for, that he is 
actively opposed to conscription 
and that he will vote against it 
if it is brought up in the house 

Women, too, should be wel- 
comed to join the league for as 
mothers, wives and sisters they 
Stand to lose as much, if not 
more, than the men by the cal- 
amities of war and thelr moral 
aid would be a great asset to the 
league, for it is within the range 
of probability that this militant 
pacifist idea may spread to other 
countries whose citizens too may 
refuse to take up arma except to 
defend their own country. 

So that it may come about that 
within a few years time it will 
have become impossible for any 
nation to carry on an aggressive 
war, and thus, world peace, long 
sought for by the war-weary na- 
tions of the earth, will become a 
giad reality and a sure foun 
dation could be laid for a new 
social order wherein the brother- 
hood of man would receive its 
full recognition, and where social

hings Of The Spirit

“There is no wealth but life,” wrote Ruskin, at the opening of 
the greatest world-wide struggle for possession of money and 
evidences of money which has ever afflicted humanity. The gen- 


eral mass of the British public classed Ruskin as a dreamer—but 
his words have come true. 


In the United States of America in 1935 with ten million 
People unemployed, and one-half of the total population in finan- 
cial distress—the only question before the government is how and 
by what means to employ all the wealth of the nation to restore 
the life of the people. You can be absolutely certain that the 
rescue movements in the United States cannot be and will not 
be stopped until, should it prove necessary, the last dollar in the 
country has been spent. There is no place to park short of re- 
Storing the life of the people, or falling into anarchy. Under cir- 
cumstances of acute danger, in which the president.and cabinet 
and Congress of the United States cannot think of failure with- 
Out realizing that failure means annihilation, there is now full 
realization of Ruskin's great truth, “There is no wealth but life.” 


In the Canada of 1935 with one-eighth of the people of the 
nation on direct relief, and over sixty per cent. of the citizens in 
hopeless financial distress all political discussion and all prom- 
ised action is based on the necessity to avert a national collapse. 
The gold in the public vaults is only a source of weakness—and 
the want and destitution in the homes of the nation are the ac- 
tive and deadly explosive forces which must be removed, even 
should it take the last ounce of gold and the last dollar of accum- 
ulated wealth to feed the people. Canadians have come to learn, 
at dreadful cost of ruin of human lives, the peril and destruction 
of refusing to take into account the things of the Spirit, and re- 
fusing to believe Ruskin‘s life-governing truth, “There is no 
wealth but life.” 


Probably a majority of the readérs of this article will have 
Convinced themselves that there are no signs and wonders—and 
no prophets. Particularly will such readers have convinced them- 
selves that in modern times no human being has the power to 
make prophesies which will of a certainty come true. 


Here is one which, of a certainty, did come true. Surveying 
North America, as a loud theoretical exponent, coupled with a 
practical race for wealth as the main supposed object for exist- 
ence, Thomas Carlyle wrote in June, 1850: 


“America, too, will find caucuses, division-lists, stump-ora- 
tory and speeches to Buncombe will not carry men to the im- 
mortal gods; that the Washington Congress, and constitutional 
battle of Kilkenny cats is there, as here, naught for such objects; 
quite incompetent for such; and, in fine, that said sublime con- 
Stitutional arrangement will require to be (with terrible throes, 
and travail such as few expect yet)—remodelled, abridged, ex- 
tended, suppressed; torn asunder—put together again, not with- 
out heroic labor, and effort quite other than that of the stump- 
orator and the revival preacher, one day.” 


There is exact truth—expressed in prophesy eighty-five years 
ago; and proved true by é@verything that is happening in your own 
lifetime, and in which things you are actually taking part because 
you have to, 


No man can truthfully say that God has been good to him, un- 
less and until he is led by the things of the spirit to highly re- 
solve, and in truth so act that resolve, that he will not keep one 
resource or one loaf of bread, beyond the simplest needs, so long 
as any one else is starving. Let us all freely confess that none of 
us measure up to this standard except by way of deathbed re- 
pentance; but let us at the same time realize that the things of 
the spirit have broken through material bounds; that there is 
no escape from national works of rescue even at the expense of 
the last copper cent in the nation—and should that last copper 
cent complete the rescue of the last one needing help we shall not 
have lost anything, but shall have apined the world, because 
“There is no wealth but life.”

Will the smaller group of 
today find itself ready to count th 
last six years off as experience and 
consider what work has gone be- 
fore in the nature of a preparatory 
school for real Little Theatre? Per- 
haps, out of this past of the move- 
ment, will grow a newer and truer 
idea that will count for much in 
the life of the community 

Appreciation of real drama, be it 
the best in comedy or tragedy, is 
sure to be limited to a comparative- 
ly small number, just as is appre- 
ciation of fine art and music, Yet 
the fact that dozens of church and 
club dramatic groups are growing 
up in the city yearly, with a pos 
sible outlet for their finer per- 
formers in the Little Theatre, sug- 
gests that the circle might, little 
by little, be widened to take in the 
true adherents.

Not so long ago a distinguished 
educational authority pointed out 
that dramatics seemed to be the 
most suitable and happiest outlet 
for the people of the prairies. As 
proof of this he indicated the very 
small number interested in 
production of verse, music and art, 
as compared with the large number 
who take an interest in the thea- 
tre. Certainly the enthusiasm 
shown throughout the 
breadth of the province for play 
production would indicate that this 
is so. Until one has gone to Cal- 
gary for a _ provincial dramatic 
and witnessed the keeness 
with which crowds of people at- 
year the performances 
from many towns and cities of Al- 
berta, it is really impossible to ap- 
preciate the enthusiasm that is to 
be found along these lines outside 


| of Edmonton. 


Perhaps it all comes back to the 
main point in any movement which 
carries a number of people along 
in its train; there must be a bigness 
of viewpoint, an understanding of 
the real object of the thing, and a 
freedom from the more petty as- 
pects of its functioning. to make it 
a lasting success.—L.C.D.
